back in spirit to the early days of 
the thirteenth century, when the 
Albegensian heresy was so pre- 
valent in southern France, spread- 
ing death and consternation on 
every side, and enter a_ certain 
chapel of our Blessed Lady, where 
we shall behold prostrated before 
her altar the figure of a pious 
priest in earnest supplication for 
the conversion of these misguided 
souls; and this person is no other 
than the great St. Dominic, the 
founder of the holy Order of 
Friar-Preachers. 
Labored For Men 

Day and night he labored for the 
salvation of men. He cared not for 
honors or glory. His only wish and 


knowledge of God. Thus whenever 
a place of honor or a bishopric was 
offered him, he would reply that 
he had not been called to hold hon- 
orary positions or even to rule as 
a bishop, but to preach. God aided 
his work, and brought to him noble 
souls, who banded themselves to- 
gether in the great work, and 
‘formed the foundation of the 
white-robed Friars. 


Yet it was not by preaching that 
he was to accomplish the most 
good. Often did he feel that when 
he had worked the hardest, the re- 
sults were the least. So one day, 
with a heavy heart, bewailing his 
lack of success, he prostrated him- 
self before a shrine of our Blessed 
Lady, and begged her to help him 
in his labors for the conversion of 
souls. With tear-dimmed eyes he 
besought our Lady of Mercy, and 
asked that these souls, for whom 
Jesus had died should not be lost. 

Suddenly the Queen of Heaven 
appeared to him, bade him wipe 
away his tears, assured him that 
his prayers for the conversion of 
heretics had been heard, and that 
he would convert thousands of 
these gtrayed souls before God 
would call him to his everlasting 
resting place beyond the tomb. 

Then turning to this care-worn 
soul, with a smile of infinite ma- 
jesty and sweetness, she said: “My 
son, thou knowest the means which 
God first employed to redeem the 
human race. It was the Salutation 
brought to me by the Angel Ga- 
briel. Then followed the birth, the 
life, the passion, and the death of 
my Son. Then came His glorious 
resurrection and ascension and by 
these the world was redeemed. 
Now, as the ‘Hail Mary’ was the 
beginning of the redemption of 
mankind, so this self-same Saluta- 
tion will be the beginning of the 
conversion of heretics.” Thus by 
the preaching of the rosary, made 
up as it is of fifteen “Our Fath- 
ers” and one hundred and fifty 
“Hail Marys,” he would obtain 
marvelous success, and would see 
the most hardened sinners and 
heretics return in penance to the 
true fold. 


Spread of the Rosary 

With a grateful heart did our 
saint hearken to the consoling 
words thus spoken to him by the 
Mother of the Word Incarnate.

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‘CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS 


Printing, the Vindication 


of the Medieval Church 


By John M. Lenhart, O. M. Cap. 


RINTING, the greatest inven- 
tion for the cultural progress 
of mankind, is a Catholic invention 
having been first devised by a 
Catholic goldsmith, John Guten- 
berg, in the Catholic city of Strass- 
burg and first practiced in the 
Catholic city of Mayence in Ger- 
many in 1445. The pious people 
hailed the new art, as it was then 
called, as a providential boon for 
the good of mankind, going even 
so far as to call it a “divine art.” 
The clergy assisted the printers 
in no small way by financing them 
and by buying their goods. The 
first presses in many cities were 
set up by bishops and priests. Car- 
dinals and other high dignitaries 
would step down into the printing 
offices and would give encourage- 
ment to the hard working men. 
When printers got into financial 
difficulties during times of depres- 
sion, they would find in churchmen 
their best friends. Gutenberg, the 
inventor, drew a pension from the 
Archbishop of Mayence. We find 
that even bishops and priests acted 
as proof-readers for the love of 
God without receiving any other 
pay than a few copies of the books 
they had corrected. 

Yet despite the varied services 
of churchmen to the struggling 
printers, the Reformers of the six- 
teenth century spread the report 
that the Church had opposed the 
printers and their work. John 
Foxe, the Martyrologist, wrote in 
his Book of Martyrs in 1563: 
“When printing began to give a 
free Bible, the ignorant and illiter- 
ate monks cried out against it, and 
the vicar of Croyden preaching at 
St. Paul’s cross said: We must 
root out printing or printing will 
root us out.” Adverse statements 
like this have been repeated up to 


no intelligent non-Catholic believes 
such exploded stories. 

Perhaps no printers of any other 
country were so much beholden to 
the Church as the printers in pre- 
Reformation England. 
press was set up in the Benedic- 
tine monastery in London and as 
late as the year 1525 the Benedic- 
tine monks at Tavistock set up a 
printing press in their monastery. 

Printing, as we remarked above, 
was first practiced at Mayence in 
1445. For the next fourteen years 
this city remained the only place 
throughout Christendom where the 
press was in operation. 
1459 printing was 
Strassburg and Bamberg. 
the year 1462 it was done only in 
these three cities. What is re- 
markable about this fact is that 
all these three cities were the cap- 
itals of three independent states 
which were ruled by archbishops 
and bishops. 

If the Church had been opposed 
to printing, she could have easily 
wiped out the new art, 


‘also temporal rulers having at 
their command all the police force. 
October 28, 1462, marks the date 
when printing began to spread 
over Germany and throughout all 
Europe. Up to the year 1500 it 
had spread into Italy, France, 
Spain, Belgium, Holland, Austria, 
Bohemia, Moravia, Hungary, Croa- 
tia, Montenegro, Poland, Denmark, 
Sweden, Switzerland, England and 
Portugal and outside of Europe 
into Guinea on the African coast. 
During the period from 1501 to 
1520 printing was introduced into 
Herzegovina, Roumania, Turkey, 
Greece, Lithuania and Scotland.

It was a pagan who said: “It is 
right to learn from the enemy.” 
The lesson which we should learn 
from enemies of religion § and 
enemies of good government is 
zeal in the opposite direction, such 
zeal as was exemplified in the life 
of Columbus. 

A Devout Man 

Washington Irving says that Co- 
lumbus was a “devoutly religious 
man,’ and that he was motivated 
by the twofold desire of spreading 
the Christian faith and of bringing 
glory to the Spanish crown. This 
is equivalent to saying that he was 
imbued with a deep love both of 
God and country. His twofold 
missionary zeal brooked no ob- 
stacle. Althouzh he was opposed 
on all sides and declared to be a 
visionary, he remained firm in his 
determination to launch his under- 
taking, be the consequences what 
they might to himself. 

Opposition and ridicule usually 
stifle the zeal of the generality of 
people.

It was in the name of Spain that 
he craved to undertake the perilous 
voyage, but having met with no 
encouragement from King Ferdi- 
nand he was about to seek aid in 
France, when a monk from La- 
Rabida importuned Queen Isabelle 
to give Columbus a hearing. Here 
two kindred souls met, souls im- 
bued with an insatiable longing to 
promote both the cause of God and 
country. Washington Irving, who 
wrote the life of Columbus in a 
‘part of the former palace of Ferd- 
inand and Isabella in Spain said of 
Queen Isabella: “She was one of

It is also true that we see mo- 
tion on every side, and yet all the 
experimenting in the world has 
never been able to discover a sin- 
gle motion that did not have a 
mover.

We ask, can any thinking man 
deny the fact that nothing happens 
of itself,—that everything is caus- 
ed by something preceding it? Is 
it not true, then, that there must 
It is possible 
to enumerate a multitude of ob- 
jects designed by the mind of man 
and fashioned by his hand; but the 
question naturally arises—“Who 
made man?” 

Let us consider the world about 
us: The earth turns upon its axis 
once in twenty-four hours, and in 
so doing it shows the expenditure 
of great energy. Moreover, the 
earth travels in its orbit around the 
san, a distance of about 600,000,- 
000 miles. Let us try to imagine 
this spherical space; what an im- 
mense expanse for the flights of 
fancy! Beside this, astronomers 
tell us that there are fixed stars 
60 enormously remote that their 
light has not yet reached us, 
though it has’ been traveling to- 
ward us ever since their creation 
at the rate of 192,000 miles a sec- 


' ond. Again, each of these stars is, 


like our sun, the center of an en- 
tire system of planets. Now, there 
can be no doubt but that there is 
a Supreme Power directing and 
guiding these millions of worlds. 

Furthermore, we note that the 
great machine of the universe is 
running on time, even to the sec- 
ond. Our finest watches are but a 
feeble imitation of the world clock, 
which never deviates, and by which 
we regulate our watches. So per- 
fect an order presupposes the ex- 
istence of order and harmony in 
the Cause which underlies it. Only 
ignorance can suggest the idea that 
everything happened by “chance.” 
Chance is the god of fools it has 
been said. 

Let us suppose that a man is 
walking along the seashore, when

He does 
not for a moment consider that 
chance produced the footmark, nor 
that it came there by pure acei- 
dent.

Man cannot disguise from himself 
the fact—if he reflects at all— 
that every object around and about 
him proclaims the presence of God 
far more certainly than the human 
footprint on the sand proclaims 
the presence of man; for the traces 
of God’s creative power are on 
every leaf and on every blade of

A GOOD EXAMPLE 


The action which the Mayor of New York recently 
took against indecent shows is most commendable. In it 
we see the results of the many protests which have been 
made by both civic and religious leaders during the 
past year. 


In commenting upon the order given by Mayor 
McKee that two so-called “burlesque” shows be closed, 
_ the editor of the NEW YORK TIMES had the following 


to say: 


Mayor McKee insists that he is not a “reformer” of 
the theatre. The title matters littl. His order closing 
two “burlesque” houses on Forty-second Street responds 
to elementary demands of public order and decency. The 
old-fashioned person may be shocked by such shows. The 
modern generation may prefer, with the dramatic eritics, 
to lament their loss of “gayety.”’ The legitimate theatre 
may deride them. The property owner may see in the 
presence of these theatres a menace to real estate values. 
Such criticisms hardly go to the root of the matter. The 
admitted truth is that these performances have sunk to 
a level of lewdness never before tolerated in this city, 
and not to be tolerated now if any standards whatever 
are to be maintained. 


Cardinal Hayes has denounced them as “breeders 


of vice.” Rabbi Goldstein found them “altogether 
obscene, immoral and indecent.” Protestant clergymen 


echoed this view. Our own reviewer of the drama, who 
holds that revocation of licenses is a form of censorship, 
has written that the burlesque is the most depressing 
entertainment that still holds the stage: “It is ugly. It 
is obscene. It is monotonous. It is worse than that—it 
is pitiful.”’ 

The proprietors of these theatres are entitled to 
iheir day in court, like any other citizen high or low, but 
they are not entitled to go to court with the backing of 
the License Commissioner. Mayor McKee deserves sup- 
port in any move that he may make, under the law, to 
abate this public nuisance. He is not setting up a censor- 
ship but simply calling for the enforcement of the ordin- 
ances against pornographic exhibitions. 

Mayor McKee indeed merits the congratulations 
which have been showered upon him for his action, and 
officials of all of the cities in which such indecent shows 
are tolerated would do well to follow his example in 
closing them. |

Scores Pagan Ideals

MILWAUKEE, WIS.—The Most 
Rev. Samuel A. Stritch, Archbis- 
hop of Milwaukee, in an address 
before the Pere Marquette Council, 
Knights of Columbus, here, de- 
plored the introduction of pagan 
principles into social welfare work.

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Would a Catholic be allow- 
ed to vote the Socialist ticket 
in the coming Presidential 
campaign? I know that there 
has been some discussion of 
this question in several Cath- 
olic publications, but have not 
learned what the conclusion 
of the writers is on this sub- 
ject. 

There has, indeed, been 
some discussion of this ques- 
tion in Catholic publications, 
but the case can be definitely 
settled by referring to the 
Encyclical letter of Our Holy 
Father entitled “Forty Years 
After.” In this letter Pope 
Pius XI discusses the various 
reasons advanced as to why 
Catholics would be allowed 
to support “mitigated” Soc- 
islism, and in answering 
oem says: 

“In Our Fatherly solicitude 
We desire to satisfy these 
petitions and We pronounce 
as follows: whether Socialism 
be considered as a doctrine or 
as a historical fact or as a 
movement, if it really remain 
Socialism, it cannot’ be 
brought into harmony with 
the dogmas of the Catholic 
Church, even after it has 
yielded to truth and justice 
in the points we have men- 
tioned; the reason being that 
it conceives human society in 
a way utterly alien to Chris- 
tian truth.” 

The question ‘to be consid- 
ered, then, is whether or not 
Socialism in the United States 
“really remains Socialism.” 
The fact that it does “remain 
Socialism” was _ recently 
pointed out by the editor of 
AMERICA, who showed that 
an examination of the Social- 
ist platform revealed that this 
party proposes to organize all 
productive industry on a 
State-owned basis so that gov- 
ernment and industry would 
become an identical unit. This 
is the essence of the doctrine 
condemned by the Catholic 
Church as incompatible with 
human liberty. 

The answer to your ques- 
tion, therefore, would be: No, 
Catholics may not vote for 
the Socialist candidate if he 
is prepared to stand by his 
platform, for to do so would 
be to repudiate their own 
principles. 

What guilt attaches to 
“stealing” an election or pri- 
mary so as to thus tyranni- 
cally overrule the will of the 
people? 

It is difficult to determine 
the extent of guilt which he 
incurs who obtains possession 
of an office by secret organ- 
_ §zed effort with only personal 
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mind. We do know, however, 
from long experience, that 
great injustices are inflicted 
on the majority by such un- 
scrupulous methods. The 
evils in Russia, in Mexico, in 
Central America are due to 
the attainment of power by 
unholy methods on the part 
of a secretly organized minor- 
ity. In fact the Reformation 
in England and Germany was 
brought about by a few influ- 
ential people, who coveted the 
property of the Church, and 
actually got hold of it by con- 
fiscation after obtaining con- 
trol. 

What guilt is on thousands 
who help political tyrants 
boycott and seek to destroy a 
daily newspaper because the 
paper will not cease publish- 
ing criticism and news of the 
politicians ? 

All depends on the motive. 
If people really believe that 
the publisher of the news- 
paper was the guilty one, that 
his criticisms are unfair, dis- 
honest and prompted by poli- 
tical considerations, they 
could hardly be charged with 
guilt for opposing him. If the 
editor was right, but fearless 
in defending right and oppos- 
ing wrong, and his boycotters 
knew this to be true, they 
would sin by organized op- 
position towards the publish- 
er.

the purest and most beautiful char- 
acters in the pages of history, a 
lover of her people and a protector 
of the Christian faith.” 


What an eulogy to be pro- 
nounced over a civil ruler, “She 
was a lover of her people and a 
protector of the Christian faith!” 
In other words she was a real 
patriot herself and a sort of inter- 
mediary between God and her peo- 
ple, desirous of promoting the in- 
terests of both. In our day it 
seems not even to be expected of 
the civil ruler, from the Town 
Marshall to the Chief Executive of 
a country, that he be patriotic; it 
is assumed that patriotism is a 
duty only of subjects. Today peo- 
ple aspire to office more to serve 
themselves and to help themselves 
than to serve and help the people 
whom they rule. 


Conditions In Russia 


What kind of love for his people 
has Stalin, who rules 150,000,000 
subjects of the Soviet Republics 
with an iron hand, who has re- 
sorted to the most wicked means 
of weaning the adult population 
away from religion, and seeks to 
keep it away from youth alto- 
gether by forbidding anyone under 
eighteen years of age to receive a 
modicum of religious instruction? 

Think of the government of 
Mexico, legislating against religion 
a few years ago, exiling the clergy 
and closing the churches; and to- 
day permitting only one clergy- 
man to serve 50,000, thus depriv- 
ing even its dying subjects of the 
consolations of religion. 


It may be popular to condemn 


the late Middle Ages, but in many | 


respects the people in any one of 
the European countries then, if we 
except the Mohammedans, were far 
happier than the people who in- 
habit most of the countries of 
Europe today. They did not have 


to support armies and navies, be-| 


cause no war of aggression was 
permitted under the Christian 
League of Nations; taxes were, on 
that account as well as for other 
reasons, very moderate, and in the 
absence of mass production ma- 
chinery, practically everyone had a 
job which paid sufficient to keep 
him out of debt. 


Spain of Today 


It might be interesting, in this 
connection, to contrast the Spain 
of the time of Columbus with the 
Spain of 1932, especially since 
great changes in the political gov- 
ernment of Spain took place. 

At the time Columbus visited 
Queen Isabella, Spain had reached 
the highest pinnacle of her glory. 
The Kingdoms of Arragon and 
Castile had just been consolidated; 
the eight-century-long occupation 
of the Moslems was happily ended;

the long-standing internal feuds 
were quelled; the whole population 
of Spain was united as never be- 
fore. Both sovereigns were truly 
religious, and not only encouraged 
the development of Catholic faith 
and practice, but did much person- 
ally for the spread and intensifica- 
tion of religion. The Cardinal of 
Toledo was closer to the King and 
Queen than any other individual, 
and it was through him that Co- 
lumbus was able to obtain his first 
hearing before the Royal Court. 

But today there is no political 
unity in Spain; 
worse influence than was Moham- 
medanism, is spreading, and is 
bent on supplanting Christianity; 
the provisional government threat- 
ened to break with the Catholic 
Church, because it is too weak to 
oppose the demands of the or- 
ganized radicals, and because there 
is a temptation to take from rather 
than to follow the old policy of 
giving to the Church. The present 
Cardinal of Toledo, the successor 
of Cardinal Gonzales de Mendoza, 
who was in such favor with the 
government of Columbus’ day, is 
now in exile from his native land 
because he fought for the religious 
rights of his people. 


Mistress of Nations 


Before Columbus died he saw 
Spain hold the position among the 
nations which England held im- 
mediately before the World War. 
She was not only mistress of the 
seas, but had most of this western 
world as her colonies with all their 
natural wealth. South America 
practically belonged to her; Cen- 
tral America, Mexico, the Islands 
in the Caribbean Sea, and all of 
North America. Today Spain is 
‘one of the backward nations, be- 
‘'reft of all her former possessions. 


| Seven years ago, with a local 
‘priest as my guide, I was shown 
through the beautiful Cathedral of 


‘Seville. In a very prominent posi- 


‘tion in the body of this great Cath- 
ledral is a huge casket containing 
all that remains of Christopher Co- 
lumbus. It rests on the shoulders 
of four life-size figures vested in 
‘eassocks, surplices and stoles, rep- 
‘resenting the four old provinces of 
Spain. My guide said to me with 
tears in his eyes: “Columbus, a son 
of Spain, and aided by Spanish 
help, gave us your great country. 
Later it was wrested from us. But 
until a few years ago we still had 
possessions in your neighborhood. 
You took them away from us, to- 
gether with the Philippine Islands. 
Today we are an agricultural coun- 
try and therefore poor. You have 
all that which would have kept us 
prosperous, and we have the ashes 
of him to whom you are principally 
indebted for what you have.” 
Outside of spots Spain has long 
been the most peaceful country in 
the world. The last Ambassador 


“|from the United States to Spain 


told of hearing of only three mur- 
ders through the whole country 
during his incumbency of several 
years. Spain had not even a di- 
vorce law, which surely was a help 
to domestic peace. With twice 
the area of England, Spain has 
had only one-half the population 
which, together with the loss of 
her possessions, accounts in large 
part for her backwardness. Her 
language, after the English, is 


spoken by more people than any 
other.

U.S. Church Has Altar 
Consecrated In 590 by 
St. Gregory the Great

Buffalo, N. Y.—An ancient aitar 
consecrated in 590 by St. Gregory 
the Great rests in Blessed Sacra- 
ment Chapel, here, which adjoins 
St. Joseph’s Cathedral. 


The altar was brought to this 
country from Rome in 1906 by the 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. James F. McGloin, 
pastor of St. Nicholas’ Church, 
when he was pastor of Blessed 
Sacrament Chapel. Msgr. McGloin 
obtained the altar when the Church 
of San Salvatore in Thermis, one 
of Rome’s ancient churches, was 
being demolished to make room for 
an addition to the Roman Senate 
building. It was originally erected 
in the Church of San Salvatore and 
consecrated there by Pope Greg- 
ory. 

A tablet on a wall near the his- 
toric altar gives the following 
summary of its history: 

“This altar is from San Salva- 
tore in Thermis, an ancient church 
in Rome, consecrated by Pope 
Gregory the Great about 590 A. D. 
It contains the box of relics which 
St. Gregory placed in the altar 
when he consecrated the church. 
In 1906 the altar was obtained 
from the ecclesiastical authorities 
at Rome for the Blessed Sacrament 
Church, Buffalo, by the Rev. James 
F. McGloin, rector.” 

On another wall near the altar 
is another tablet bearing the 
names of 35 women of the parish 
who defrayed the cost of trans- 
porting the altar from Rome and 
installing it in the chapel.

Incidentally, 
Monsignor Keegan, newly elected 
president of the Society, on his 
visit to Omaha met Lawrence Mur- 
phy, 15, from Father Flanagan’s 
Boys’ Home, took the youngster 
for an auto ride through Omaha 
and then slipped a ten dollar bill 
into the surprised lad’s hand and 
told him to write to him in New 
York, after the boy had revealed 
his cherished ambition to study for 
the priesthood.

tire time to his duties as Vicar 
General of the Fort Wayne diocese. 

“His hundreds of friends and 
parish members were saddened 
with the announcement that he 
will renrove his residence to Fort 
Wayne, where he will live near the 
Bishop, with whom he is closely 
associated in his work. 


“Tll health which makes it im- 
possible for him to give the fullest 
of attention to both the parish and 
the diocese caused Father Durham 
to give up his pastorate here, he 
said. As vicar general he has been 
called many places in the Fort 
Wayne diocese, but he has never 
neglected the duty which brought 
him to St. Paul’s in 1908. 

“Under his direction, member- 
ship in the parish has increased 
from 900 to 1,200 although the 
population of the city has remain- 
ed about the same. 

“Greatest pride of Father Dur- 
ham as he leave Marion is the 
church school where 240 children 
are receiving an education. The 
school now is complete, from pri- 
mary to four years of high school. 
Graduates are accredited for en- 
trance to universities. 

“Financially the parish has pros- 
pered. Properties have been add- 
ed, substantial relief work has 
been carried on, charities of all 
sorts have not been neglected yet 
the parish today is without a debt 
and with a comfortable financial 
margin. 

Apart from his activities in his 
church, Father Durham has been 
a valued factor in community life. 
During the World War he assisted 
in the Liberty Loan drives and 
made a splendid record on the plat- 
form. He has spoken hundreds of 
times before various groups and 
has been recognized as a brilliant 
and faithful leader. 

“Even though handicapped some- 
what by ill health, Father Durham 
expects to continue his work from 
his Fort Wayne home. The Fort 
Wayne diocese extends from the 
north part of Indianapolis to East 
Chicago and covers all of north- 
eastern Indiana. 

“Father Durham and his record 
in Marion were eulogized at a 
deanery meeting at St. Paul’s 
church Thursday night with many 
priests and church leaders present. 
The church was filled to overflow- 
ing as the Bishop of Fort Wayne 
and other dignitaries joined in the 
farewell. 

“It was at Union City that Fath- 
er Durham had his first parish in 
Indiana. He was pastor there for 
seven years before coming to Mar- 
ion. Born in New York, Father 
Durham still returns to his home 
state very year. For fifty-seven 
years, however, he has been in the 
west in the service of the Church.”

By Senator Walsh 
To Study Politics 


Fail As a Group To Interest Them- 
selves Sufficiently In Govern- 
ment, Massachusetts Offi- 
cial Declares 


St. Louis.—Catholics in general 
fail to take sufficient interest in 
politics, United States Senator 
David I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
declared in an interview published 
in the current number of The 
Queen's Work. 


In the course of the interview, 
Senator Walsh, who was educated 
at Holy Cross College, Worcester, 
Mass., said that if Catholics, as a 
group, would give unmistakable 
evidence that they demand clean 
politics and honest government “we 
would have less religious preju- 
dices and Catholics would be in 
real demand for public office.” 


Reversing the usual order of in- 
terview, Senator Walsh said: “Let 
me ask a few questions. Have fair- 
minded non-Catholics reason for 
thinking favorably or unfavorably 
of the political ethics of Catholics? 
Do Catholics in politics generally 
represent the civic virtues. the 
Catholic religion espouses? Are 
we Catholics too easily satisfied if 
we can say that our Catholics in 
politics are just about as good as 
those outside our Faith, or perhaps 
slightly above the average? Is 
that enough to ask?” | 


“I feel very deeply,” the Senato 
continued, “that in every com- 
munity throughout the 
there is waiting for Catholics op- 
portunity for great leadership 
when Catholics as a group, not 
only as individuals, demonstrate a 
militant devotion to clean govern- 
ment and when Catholies in public 
office demonstrate their capacity 
for an insistence on it.” 

Senator Walsh added: “Educate 
your Catholic men and women to 
despise and abhor anything less 
than the highest conception of the 
solemn public trust that service 
should exact. Make them realize 
the harm that unscrupulous politi- 
cians do. Make them see the wrong 
impression these men give of our 
Faith. They must be made to re- 
member that all government—city, 
state and national—is, according to 
Catholic teaching, from God. Wise 
policies of government, not jobs, 
must be the objectives of political 
success. 3 
“Catholic schools have the duty 
to emphasize our obligations as 
citizens. The Catholic press and 
forums should discuss political 
questions more widely. We need 
political education if we are to 
vote as intelligent citizens.”’ 


Test Enables School 
To Select Students 
For Advanced Study 


St. Louis.—As the result of a 
novel plan put into effect last year 
at the Academy of the Visitation, 
for the purpose of determining the 
natural ability of students and the 
amount of information they have 
regarding fundamental school sub- 
jects, a new course of study has 
been inaugurated in the high 
school department according to 
which a selective group of students 
will be formed at the end of the 
freshman year. 


Group A, according to the plan, 
will consist of those who form the 
upper fourth of the class, each of 
whom must have an average of 86 
per cent or above in every sub- 
ject. The members of this group 
will then be permitted to carry 4 
a complete college preparatory 
course. : 

The test has been found to be 
helpful in deciding the number and 
kind of subjects a student should 
carry and the class in which she 
will make most progress. The test 
is also instrumental in discovering

falling on Sunday, October 23, 
Catholics throughout the United 
States will be asked by their 
respective Bishops to contribute 
what they can for the continuation 
of the missionary activity of the 
Church. The appeal is made at the 
request of the Holy Father, who 
has designated October 23 “Mis- 
sion Sunday.” 

Those in charge of mission work 
point out that widespread interest 
in the missions has developed in 
the past decade, and that in that 
period the number of young men 
and women in the United States 
who have embraced the missionary 
life has increased until today the 
United States is held to be a nur- 
sery for missionaries. This ad- 
vance in missionary interest is at- 
tributed largely to the Encyclicals 
and the appeals of Pope Pius XI 
and to the zeal of the Bishops and 
pastors of the United States. 

The collection on “Mission Sun- 
day” will be for all the missions. 
For the purpose of co-ordination 
and better efficiency, all mission 
activity in this country is brought 
under the direction of three groups 
——the American Board of Catholic 
Missions, charged with the support 
of missionaries in this country; 
the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith, which supports the mis- 
sionaries and the missions to non- 


Mhrjictions '~ neean countries; and 
the Catholic Near East Welfare 
Association, established by Pope 
Pius XI and charged with the obli- 
gation of taking care of the mis- 
sionaries who are working in the 
Near East, the peoples of which 
countries are not pagans, or Prot- 
estants, but Christians standing at 
the very door of the Catholic 
Church, 

Among these three organiza- 
tions, “Mission Sunday” collection 
will be divided so that 40 per cent 
will go to the American Board of 
Catholic Missions, 15 per cent of 
the remainder to the Catholic Near 
East Welfare Association, and the 
balance to the Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Faith. 

Heads of these organizations 
stress the need of unusual gener- 
osity on the part of Catholics on 
“Mission Sunday.” The American 
Missions, they point out, have suf- 
fered greatly because of lack of 
funds during the year that has 
just gone by. The Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, with its 
thousands of missions throughout 
the world, has been forced to cur- 
tail much of its activity because of 
the decrease in contributions re- 
ceived during the year, and the 
Catholic Near East Welfare Asso- 
ciation has been unable to meet 
many of the requests that have 
come from its thousands of mis-

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HISTORY OF EARLY 


VIRGINIA SETTLERS CENTERS 
ABOUT HOME OF WASHINGTON 
Fredericksburg Celebration Recalls Colony at Aquia 


That Grew Out of Grant From King J ames H— 
Royal Document Provided Free Exercise of 


Religion to the Old

Dominion Pioneers 


Fredericksburg, Va.—This | city, 
the boyhood home of George Wash- 
ington, will be the scene of a meet- 
ing, on October 16, commemorative 
of the religious character of the 
Father of His Country. Religious 
and patriotic exercises, partici- 
pated in by church dignitaries and 
civic officials, are being arranged. 
Catholic observance will center 
around a solemn military field 
Mass to be held on the grounds of 
the public high school. The proc- 
lamation of religious tolerance in 
the Old Dominion will be the key- 
note of many addresses. 


It is considered particularly fit- 
ting that tribute to the religious 
character of General Washington 
should be paid in this city, the vic- 
inity of which is so rich in early 
Catholic history. 

Until recently very little recogni- 
tion had been given to this early 
history of the Catholic Church in 
Virginia. In 1929, through the ef- 
forts of Father Callahan of St. 
Mary’s Church, in Fredericksburg, 
and the Most Rev. D. J. O’Connell, 
then Bishop of Richmond, ten acres 
of land were purchased in Staf- 
ford County. The tract is part of 
the former great property of Cap- 
tain George Brent, of Woodstock, 
not far from historic Aquia. 


Spot Marked By Monument 


Under the auspices of the Cath- 
olic Women’s Club of the Diocese 
of Richmond this hallowed spot 
has been marked with a beautifu! 
monument. 


It was in 1687 that King James 
II granted a patent of 30,000 acres 
of land between the Potomac and 
Rappahannock Rivers to Captain 
George Brent, Robert Bristow, 
Richard Foote and Nicholas Hay- 
ward, and with this grant went the 
royal mandate granting to the four 
free exercise of their religion. 

George  Brent’s descendants 
formed the nucleus of Catholicism 
in the State of Virginia and were 
sturdy adherents of the Catholic 
Faith in the darkest of the penal 
days. George Brent was the eldest 
son of Colonel George Brent, half- 
brother of Gyles and Foulke Brent, 
who were among the immigrants 
who joined Governor Calvert's 
Colony in Maryland in 1638. He 
also was a half-brother of the in- 
domitable Margaret Brent, the 
Portia of the colonies and the first 
suffragist this country can claim. 
Captain Gyles Brent was Deputy 
Governor of Maryland several 
times, 

George Brent was married twice, 
first to Mary Green, daughter of 
Captain William Green, a British 
planter of Bermuda, and later to 
Mary Sewell, eldest daughter of 
Henry Sewell of Mattapony Manor. 
Her mother, who had been Jane 
Lowe, became the second wife of 
Charles Calvert, third Baron of 
Baltimore. 

Among the most valuable of the 
family papers of the Lords Pro- 
prietary of Maryland, preserved in 
the archives at Annapolis, is one 
from Lord Baltimore to George 
Brent, Esq., of Woodstock, felicita- 
ting him on the closer union which 
would exist between the Calverts 
and the Brents. This letter, couch- 
ed in the most affectionate terms, 
bids the bridegroom soon to come 
to the “Great House” in St. Mary’s 
City with his bride. This Mrs. 
George Brent, who had formerly 
been the wife of Colonel William 
Chandler of Maryland, rests in one 
of the graves Bishop O’Connell 
identified amid the growth of trees 
and shrubbery at Aquia. George 
Brent also is buried there, as are 
all of the family until the sixth

early 1690’s, but all trace of the 
structure which served for religious 
purposes had practically passed 
from human knowledge until Bis- 
hop O’Connell’s discovery of the 
ruined buildings and graveyard. 
Despite the royal mandate of 
James II, it is unlikely that George 
Brent built a chapel on his estate. 
Rather, it is believed that a build- 
ing erected for some domestic pur- 
pose was used when a Shepherd 
of Souls from the Maryland Mis- 
sion crossed the Potomac to cele- 
brate the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass there. 


A thick volume of letters can be 
assembled to show how important 
a page of Catholic history Bishop 
O’Connell turned in his acquisition 
of the old cemetery at Aquia. Many 
of these historic documents are 
quoted by Judge Alvin T. Embrey 
in a history he is compiling. Judge 
Embrey, who is active in the pre- 
parations for the coming celebra- 
tion at Fredericksburg, plans to 
title his work “Fredericksburg and 
‘Round About.’” 

Most of the letters deal with the 
post revolutionary era and the aid 
which George Washington received 
from the Catholic manor lord of 
Woodstock and its subdivision, 
Richland, when the first President 
faced the stupendous task of carv- 
ing out of the wilderness a city 
which was to be the Capital of the 
infant Republic. 

In that century between the 
erection of the manor of Woodstock 
and the participation of Robert 
Brent, in the fifth generation from 
George Brent, the immigrant, in 
the vital affairs of the United 
States Government, life ran in a 
quiet channel for these Catholic 
manor lords. The year 1750 found 
Robert Brent in residence at Wood- 
stock, and William, his younger 
brother, established at Richland 
and maintaining the thriving port

Eucharist Procession 
Is First In Canterbury 
Since the Reformation 


London.— The Blessed Sacra- 
ment was carried through the 
streets of Canterbury for the first 
time since the Reformation when 
the Knights of St. Columba held a 
pilgrimage to pray for the speedy 
canonization of Blessed John Fish- 
er, Bishop of Rochester, and 
Blessed Thomas More, Lord Chan- 
cellor of England, who were both 
executed on Tower Hill, London, 
for defending the Faith. 

Knights of St. Columba number- 
ing nearly 2,000 journeyed by 
eoach from London and coast 
towns, and a procession of men 
marched through the city to the 
modern Church of St. Thomas of 
Canterbury, where the Bishop of 
Southwark, the Most Rev. Peter 
Amigo, joined in carrying the 
Blessed Sacrament beneath a can- 
opy borne by members of the 
Blessed Sacrament Guild, preceded 
by two white-veiled girls strewing 
the roadway with rose petals. 
The Sacred Host was carried to 
an altar which had been erected in 
the bandstand in the Dane John, a 
public park which is overlooked by 
the remains of the old city wall, 
from the grass banks of which 
hundreds of onlookers witnessed 
Pontifical Benediction. 

After the service the Bishop car- 
ried the Blessed Sacrament back 
to the church in procession and the 
relics of St. Thomas of Canterbury 
were venerated. 

Before the Blessed Sacrament 
joined the procession a halt was 
made outside the old Church of St. 
Dunstan, now in Anglican hands, 
where the leader of the pilgrimage, 
Supreme Knight W. S. Bishop, laid 
a laurel wreath on the Roper vault 
which contains the head of Blessed 
Thomas More. Special permission 
for the act of homage was given 
by the vicar who stood by during 
the brief ceremony. 

Supreme Knight Bishop recited 
aloud an Our Father, a Hail Mary 
and a Gloria, the response being 
made by the few officers of the 
Order present, and the vicar was 
briefly thanked for his kindness. 
It was probably the first time 
since the martyrdom of Blessed 
Thomas More that the Hail Mary 
had been heard in the pre-Refor- 
mation church of St. Dunstan.
